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McGill gay staff receive death threats

Two gay McGill staff members 
received death threats last week. 

Robert Head and Richard Coo- 
per, organizers of Lesbian and Gay 
Employees of McGill (LAGEM) 
received anonymous calls Tuesday 
night threatening to kill them. 

"An elderly woman with a heavy 
accent called, said she got my 
number from a student paper, and 
asked for informau’on on the next 
LAGEM meeting," said Head, a 
staff member and a second year 
Theology student 

"She seemed really shy, and 
asked what we would be discussing 
at the meeting. After I told her 
where it would be held, she said 
‘OK. We will be there, and we will 
kill you’," he said. 



The same evening, Cooper, a 
professor in the Faculty of Relig- 
ious Studies, returned home to find 
an obscene message and a death 
threat left on his machine by what 
he described as an elderly man with 
an Eastern or Central European 
accent. 

Cooper and Head said the calls 
must have originated from within 
the university because their names 
and numbers have appeared on 
flyers and newspaper ads circu- 
lated on campus since early Febru- 
ary. 

LAGEM has not requested se- 
curity for their next meeting which 
will take place later this week. 

"I figure they’re all a bunch of 
crazies,” said Head. He added that 
Thompson House, where the meet- 
ing will be held, requires guests to 



sign in and therefore offers mini- 
mal security.

LAGEM is an advocacy and 
support group organized in Febru- 
ary to address the lack of support 
for gay lesbian, and bisexual rights 
at McGill. Ironically, they received 
the calls one day after a demonstra- 
tion took place downtown deplor- 
ing both homophobia that results in 
violence and AIDS-phobia that 
results in government neglect of 
the disease. 




School minorities surveyed

Québcc's oldest student asso- 
ciation is trying to find out what 
post-secondary life is like for cul- 
tural miooritics,and will be distrib- 
uting surveys around Québec cam- 
puses. 

Project coordinator Jcan-Pierrc 
Paquet, of L’Association Nation- 
ale des Étudiantes et Étudiants du 
Québec (ANEEQ), said the study 
will examine problems of accessi- 
bility, discrimination, segregation 
and quality of life for members of 
cultural minority groups at CEGEPs 
and universities. 

The results will form the basis 
of an ANEEQ platform to lobby 
school administrations and the 
provincial and federal governments. 

Paquet said the study had to go 
beyond general statistics about 
minority enrolment at schools. “It 
is possible to figure out the lack of 
accessibility for each minority in 
schools. But you also have to look 
at the quality of life in CEGEPs and 
universities. Even if minorités arc 
there, how arc they treated?" he 
said. 

According to S heila Hilaire, who 
was hired through the federal gov- 



ernment to work on the project, 
there is little information available 
about minorities in schools. 

McGill involved? 

Five schools were targeted for 
the surveys, including UQAM, 
Concordia and CEGEPs 
Saint-Laurent, Rosemont, and 
Dawson College. 

The eight-page questionnaire 
asks students about their relations 
at school. Questions include, how 
students feel at their univeristy or 
Ccgcp and what their relations with 
members of other communities arc 
like. 

It is not an objective test, said 
Hilaire, because they only want 
people genuinely interested to re- 
spond. The subjective questions 
should tap into students’ views. 

McGill was not among the 
schools selected to be studied, but 
Hilaire said she would like permis- 
sion to hit the university this week. 

“We thought five schools were 
okay, but McGill is good because 
of the number of minorities there," 
she said. 

Students’ Society president 
Santo Manna agreed McG ill is ideal 
for a study. He said he would wel- 



come ANEEQ’s questionnaires at 
McGill. 

“More of this type of thing 
should be done. In the United States 
the races don’t mix as easily but it 
doesn’t mean the problem doesn’t 
exist in Canada. I'd be anxious to 
see the results of the survey,” he 
said. 

According to Hilaire, one large 
Montréal CEGEP was against eth- 
nic student associations forming at 
the school. 

"They’ve worked out a way to 
destroy the associations," she said 
of the CEGEP's administration. 
“Their attitude is that getting the 
groups together is a bad idea." 

Hilaire is at UQAM today and 
will finish surveying at the end of 
this week. An analysis of the re- 
sults will be prepared in the next 
two weeks, incorporating personal 
interviews with students conducted 
at the beginning of the project. 

Paquctand Hilaire's recommen- 
dations will be voted on at an 
ANEEQ conference next month. 
ANEEQ will use the information to 
formulate a platform of demands 
for better integration, better teach- 
ing and an improved environment 
for cultural minorities. 



McGill to impose 
doping policy

All McGill athletes will be 
forced to consent to random drug- 
testing oncca new anti-doping pol- 
icy is ratified in April. 

Under the new policy, all ath- 
letes must agree to random testing 
for banned performance-enhancing 
drugs before joining any of 
McGill's intercollegiate teams. 

Students who refuse to be tested 
within twenty-four hours of notifi- 
cation will be suspended from 
competition for one year after their 
first ‘offence’ and for life after a 
second. Those who arc found to 
have used banned substances will 
suffer the same penalties. 

Football players arc the only 
McGill students to have undergone 
random testing so far, under the 
auspices of the Canadian Inter-uni- 
versity Athletic Union (CIAU). 

McGill Intercollegiate coordi- 
nator Harry Zarins said the Athlet- 
ics Board “felt that the policy should 
deal with all intercollegiate teams." 

Authorities say McGill lest re- 
sults will be confidential, unlike 
CIAU results. 

Zarins said no cases of McGill 
varsity athletes using 
pcrformanco-enhancingdrugshavc 
been reported so far. 



“I don’t think there is a drug 
problem. With testing, we will see 
whether there really is a problem,” 
he said. 

Charles Pctitpas, aformcrplacc- 
kickcr for the McGill Rcdmcn 
football team, said the random test- 
ing "should not bother athletes.” 

"I don’t think it violates rights. . . 
If you’re clean, you have nothing to 
hide," Pctitpas said. 

The Ben Johnson scandal at the 
1988 Seoul Olympics jeopardized 
Canada's international reputation 
— leading to the Dubin inquiry last 
year. Pctitpas says McGill is react- 
ing by “trying to be a trcnd-seucr." 

"It’s a statement by McGill to 
their athletes that performance- 
enhancing drugs can’t be accepted. 
They’re also trying to gel other 
universities to do the same,” he 
said. 

TheCIAU began enforcing their 
drug-testing policies at all Cana- 
dian member universities two years 
ago. At the same time, they began a 
‘preventative’ drug education pro- 
gram for student athletes. 

Proposed by McGill’s athletic 
board and approved by Senate, the 
new McGill policy is to be ratified 
by the Board of Governors next 
month.

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ST. JOHN’S (CUP) — 

As many as 5000 students may 
be on the streets March 30 to pro- 
test federal government cutbacks 
to post-secondary education in 
Newfoundland. 

The last federal budget froze the 
growth of post-secondary educa- 
tion transfer payments, eliminating 
approximately $17 million for uni- 
versities and colleges in Newfound- 
land over the next two years. 

Memorial University student 
council president Robin Russell 
said, “Students will be marching 
together on all the issues we’ve 
been slapped in the face with over 
the last few months." 

Students from the three post- 
secondary education institutions in 
SuJohn’sare organizing the march 
With the Newfoundland and Labra- 
dor Federation of Students. 

“Students are very upset and 



frustrated with how. both levels of 
govemmentare treating us," Russell 
said. 

However she added lhatFriday’s 
protest is not directed at the 
Newfoundland government be- 
cause the March 14 provincial 
budget allocates increases to spend- 



ing on post-secondary education. 

"This shows we’ve accom-. 
plished something,” she said. “But 
the federal government has ignored 
students and their concerns in this 
country.” 

The demonstration is being held 
with the Canadian Fédération of 



Students, who are helping to or- 
ganize similar marches in other 
provinces. 

"What we are doing is saying to 
the federal government 'When are 
you going to put a priority on PSE 
and students?*” explained Russell.

Chris Lander, a physics student 
quoted by The Daily, perpetuates a 
popular misconception — namely, 
that the imminent tuition fee 
increase will improve lab 
equipment 

McGill has so many debts and 
other priorities to attend to that 
undergraduate science students 
won’t sec any money for awhile. 
However no one expects students 
to pay for lab equipment 
indefinitely. Every three years a 
referendum will be held to decide 
whether the fund need continue. 

Currently student contributions 
amount to less than half the Lab 
Fund. The university is obligated 
to supply the rest of the money. 
Money that goes directly into our 
labs. If they ever filch on this 
commitment the fund dissol vcs. No 
student movement has yet managed 
to get the same support from the 
government (or the university) 
regarding tuition fee hikes. 

The fund serves as a barganing 
chip for the faculty in general. This 
year, pointing to the commitment 
of students towards (heir education 
as tangibly displayed by the lab 
fund. Dean Leggett (Science) 
managed to almost double the 
university's commitment to 
improving labs. 

Also, the entire fifty dollars is 
tax deductible, and even though I 
know nothing about income tax, 
I’m sure this must be helpful. 

When one considers how poor 
the equipment is in our labs, and the 
benefits that can already be seen 
after only one year of the Lab Fund’s 
existance, it becomes obvious that 
we, fellow students like yourself, 
are not trying to screw you with 
another useless money hike (i.c.

A liberal dose of what Meech lacks 



Modem political debates on issues like Meech Lake tend not only to 
polarize the political stances of our leaders, but to crystallize them. As is 
apparent with last Tuesday’s release of Towards a Just Society: The 
Trudeau Years, these issues can reveal which politicians are acting in the 
context of some coherent political theory and which are just bowing to the 
* winds of political expediency. 

The failure to have produced a coherent intellectual position in 
response to Trudeau’s criticisms is one of the major problems facing the 
Accord. As Preston Manning, leader of Alberta-based Reform Party, 
says, there is "more respect in the West for Trudeau as an enemy than there 
is for Mulroncy as a friend." Mulroney, with his track record of contradic- 
tory statements and U-tums, is quite simply an unworthy spokesperson for 
his cause. It is difficult to believe he knows what he is doing or is firmly 
committed to any intellectual stance. 

Trudeau, on the other hand, is sticking to one intelligent and coherent 
theory of rights, and is displaying the same philosophical consistency that 
he did in office. Whether one agrees with him doesn’t matter — it is evi- 
dent that his policies were always reasonably consistent with one belief in 
the role of government and individual rights in the community. Opponents 
knew what they were attacking. With Mulroncy, it’s hard to know what 
he’s said, let alone what he'll say next. 

Meech, for various reasons, needs to go through. Someday we may 



look back on Trudeau as a latter-day Herbert Hoover, sticking to an intel- 
lectual belief in individual rights in a situation where it doesn’t apply. But 
whether Towards a Just Society ever joins Hoover’s Challenge to Liberty 
on the shelves of anachronistic political writings is irrelevant The fact re- 
mains that Meech Lake supporters have failed to produce from their ranks 
intelligent philosophical answers worthy of Trudeau’s questions. 

Joe Clark’s responses have amounted to personal attacks. Even such 
intellectual arguments as those of the Friends of Meech Lake’s Charles 
Taylor, with his claim that speaking of the Accord in rights language is 
"debasing the currency", have been expounded neither well enough nor 
widely enough. 

In light of McKenna's amendments, Mulroney may be saved, but it is 
through no work of his own that the stalemate has been broken. His sup- 
port of the New Brunswick plan is not based on belief in their tenets so 
much as the understanding that there may be no other way to get the deal 
lo go through. 

The current spotlight on Trudeau is a reminder of what it was like to 
have an intellectual as prime minister. Especially in an age of Reagans, 
Mulroncys and Quayles, it makes one wonder what the world would be 
like if more leaders had political science degrees.

"With a prostitute the meter is

Meet Valerie Scott the ultimate 
safer-sex professional. Scott is fed 
up with prostitutes being blamed 
for AIDS. She works with the 
Canadian Organization for the 
Rights of Prostitutes (CORP), and 
says hookers are less likely to test 
positive for HIV than other 
scxually-active women because 
they're safer-sex professionals. 

“The majority of people are 
probably not having safe sex and 
they have some sort of rationale for 
not doing so," Scott says. ‘They’re 
using the prostitutes as scapegoats 
by saying to themselves, ’It’s not 
me, it’s those whores.’" 

Many female sex trade workers 
say prostitutes were the first women 
to force the men they were having 
sex with to use condoms. 

"If we were out there transmit- 
ting the virus, there would be hun- 
dreds of cases in Toronto alone, 
whole families even, and this just 
hasn’t been the case," says Scott, a 
working prostitute who also fields 
calls for a Toronto escort service. 

' Toronto prostitute’s rights ac- 
tivist Danny Cockcrlinc agrees. 
“It’s a false assumption that prosti- 
tutes spread AIDS," he says.

Twoof three studies dating from 
1986 and 1987 show sex trade 
workers didn’t carry the Human 
immunodeficiency virus (HIV), 
which most researchers believe 
leads to full-blown AIDS. One 
study credited the widespread use 
of condoms and the rarity of anal 
intercourse among prostitutes for 
the findings. 

“Prostitutes are front-line work- 
ers in thebattleagainst AIDS. We’re 
not just telling people how to have 
safe sex, we’re showing them,” 
Cockerline says. 

Vera Dclaroche (a pseudonym) 
is a 30-ycar-old transsexual pros- 
titute who has sold her sexual serv- 
ices for about 1 0 years. She doesn’t 
work on the streets and prefers the 
safer confines of Montréal 
nightclubs.

But a bias against sex trade 
workers still leads the press to 
suggest prostitutes arc responsible 
for the transmission of HIV to the 
“straight" hctcroscx ualcomm unity. 

A glance at stories focusing on 
prostitute Donna Jean Newman 
give ample proof. The 20-year-old 
was charged with being a common 
nuisance last year after being ar- 
rested twice forcommunicaling for 
the purpose of prostitution while 
knowing she was HIV-positive. 

The headline screamed ’Hooker 
with AIDS faces sentence’ in the 
Winnipeg Free Press. The Globe 
and Mail ran ‘AIDS carrier pleads 
guilty to soliciting’. 

But Newman didn’t have AIDS. 
She had only been in contact with 
the virus believed to cause it. And 
AIDS itself cannot be carried — it 
is a syndrome, the result of a virus 
attacking the body’s immune sys- 
tem. AIDS is a group of concurrent 
symptoms which together often lead 
to death. 

CROP, a professional polling 
company, indicated last year that 
83 per cent of Québcccrs were sat- 
isfied with the information they’d 
received about AIDS. But critics

Of course 
it is— the only things frat members 
are interested in is drinking beer, 
defacing public property and 
“bagging babes,” right? There is a 
word for this too • it’s called 
STEREOTYPING. 

I’m not saying that sexist 
attitudes don’t exist or that they 
aren’t a problem, or even that 
fraternities aren’t often the prime 
offenders. But to generalize and to 
denounce the opposing side without 
hearing what they have to say or 
else to mock their attempts at 
reform, is stupidand self-defeating. 
You’ll never win; maybe that’s your 
true objective. For all your talk, I 
wonder whether you people at the 
Daily would really like to see these 
important issues rcssolvcd. Because 
then what would you bitch about?
